1 1 . 13 The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
Applicants after-final amendments and remarks filed 2/8/201 1 are acknowledged. The previously considered claim 2 has been 
incorporated into claims 1 and 20. The arguments regarding the amended claims are not persuasive. Applicants argue that the 
deficiency in Bukshpan cannot be remedied by Ravkin because Ravkin do not explicitly disclose that a movement of a detector 
during the measurement occurs. It Is noted that Bukshpan teach the scanning during the relative movement of the stage and the 
sample carrier, but is only silent to the movement of the optical elements. Ravkin remedies this deficiency by teaching the 
equivalence of a fixed or a movable detector (Para. 0191) and therefore the combination meets the claim limitations .
